The Members of General Assembly 
Gathering For Opening Session 
on Wednesday.

Halifax, May 31—After an interval 
of ten years, during which the church 
at large has made great growth, the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church in Canada will again. convene 
in this city tomorrow. The first for- 
mal gathering will occur at 8 p.m. 
in 8t, ‘Matthews church, where the 
assembly of 1900 also cat, The annual 
sermon will be preached by the retir- 
ing moderator, Rev. Dr. Samuel Lyle, 
minister of tie Central Presbyterian 
church of Hamilton, after which the 
election of the new moderator. will 
take place. All the local arrangements 
for the gathering have been perfected, 
and a successful conference on. the 
questions which will come up for dis- 
cussion seems assured, Very few of 
the members of the body have yet 
arrived in the city, almost all being 
due to come in on the regular and 
special trains tomorrow afternoon and 
evening. Several of the well known 
niinisters from the central west. will 
arrive on the Canadian Pacific train 
at 10 p.m, tomorrow night too late 
to take part in the opening ceremon- 
jea, 

Interesting Reminiscences. 

Many reminiscences of the meeting 
of the assembly in this city ten years 
ago were related to the press repre- 
sentative. Among the great leaders of 
the last generation who were present 
at that time were Principal Cavon, ¢f 
Kn-ex college, Toronto; Prineinil Geo 
Grant, of Queens college,. Kingston; 
Principal MacViear of ‘Montreal, Rey 
Dr. Warden, of Toronto, Rev, Joseph 
Hogg of Winnipeg, and many others, 
all of whom have since passed away. 
Rev. Robert Campbell, Sec.D., of 
Perth, Ont., preached the sermon and 
the Rey. Allan Pollok, D.D., principal 
of the Presbyterian college in this city, 
was Clected as moderator, ‘Halifax 
people anticipate that something of 
a similar nature will happen this year 
and that the Rev. John Forrest, D.D., 
for many years president of Dalhousie 
college in Halifax, will be elected to 
thy same position. There can be tio 
doubt regarding the esteem in whieh 
Dr Forrest is held in the Presbyterian 
chvreh in Canada and his election te 
this Ligh office would be regarded as 
a fiting termination of a long Life, 
unselfishly spent in the service of ibe 
denomination, 

Church Union and Queens. < 

A feature of the assembly of 1900, 
which is of some interest in view of 
the nature of the two important ques- 
tions which are to come before the as- 
sembly this year, consists in the fact 
that a committee on church union is 
reported to that assembly, and in the 
second place in the fact that the as- 
sembly ten years ago stated that °t 
would approve of any well considered 
change in the constitution of Queens 
university, As it happens, these are 
the two questions the consideration 
of which will overshadow all others at 
this present meeting of the assembly. 
At the meeting in 1900 the committee 
on church union submitted its report 
through the Venerable Principal Cav- 
an, who, at a meeting in a later year, 
made the greatest speech of his life 


in an impassioned address in fayor 
of the unification of the Methodist, 
Congregational and Presbyterian 


churches. Principal Cavan stated to 
the assembly in 1900 that in the mat- 
ter of union nothing had transpired 
during the year, but he requested that 
the committee should be continued, as 
an organ of action, should any oppor- 
tunity arise for its interposition, .The 
committee was a large one and con- 
sisted of the leading ministers and lay- 
men in the entire church. The com- 
mittee on the constitution of Queens 
university reported that the difficulty 
which hat confronted the committee 
Was that of securing from the gradu- 
ates and benefactors of Queens a fair- 
ly unanimous statement with reference 
to the plan which should be adopted 
for the university. In 1909 the General 
assenrbly at its meeting in the city of 
Hamilton «found the Queens matter 
in the same exact position which it 
had oecupied in 1900, and took the 
saMe course, namely, appointed a eom- 
mission to confer with the trustees. 
Home Missions. 

The progress which the Presbyterian 
ebureh has made since the meeting of | 
the General assembly in this city in 
1900 is most strikingly shown in the 
contributions to the work of home mis- 
sions... In ten years the gifts of Pres- 
byterian people of this work have 
much more than doubled. In 1900 
there was contributed in round unm- 
bers, $80,000. This year the church 
gives $206,000, For foreign missions 
the inerease is not so marked, but t 
is a very creditable one. In 1900 the 
gifts amounted to $116,000, this year 
they will amount to over $200,000. The 
total regeipts for all the schemes of 
the ehurch in 1900 were $380,000, This 
year they will amount to $620,000, 

It was feared last fall that there 
might he some lack of money for 
home mission purpos this year ow- 
ing to the large increases in the staff 
of missionaries. Some months age | 
an appeal was made or a special fund 


of $30,000 to meet this need. The res 
ponse was prompt and $37,000 was 
provided, Speaking of this specix)

As to 
the future, he said the Conservatives 
remarked they were afraid the Radi- 
eals i) défeated would not stay beaten.

THINKS THE EMBARGO 
MAY SOON BE REMOVED 


Canadian Trade Commissioner in Bel- 
fast Has Hopes of Barrier Being 
Abolished—Says That a Fast-Grow- 
ing Feeling is Rising in Ireland 
Against It. 


Ottawa, May 3l—According to a re- 
port received from the department of 
trade and commerce, from a Canadian 
trade commissioner, F. A. C, Bicker- 
dike, of Belfast, there is a probability 
of an early removal of the British em- 
bargo against Canadian cattle. 
Bickerdike reports that there is a grow- 
ing fecling in Ireland that the em- 
bargo cannot be much longer main- 
tained, xnd that cattle dealers in Bel- 
fast and Dublin are already consider- 
ing the question of meeting the conse- 
quent increased competition irom Can- 
ada by going into the dead meat trade. 

For years Canadian meat has en- 
deavored to have the embargo remov- 
ed and it has been over and over again 
conclusively demonstrated to the im- 
perial authorities that the ostensible 
reason for its continuance, namely, the 
danger of infection to British herds 
from the presence of disease Canadian 
cattle, is not justifiable, inasmuch as 
Canadian cattle are, and have been 
for years, free from infectious disease, 

It has been tacitly admitted by the 
British government that the real rea- 


son for the continuance of the embargo | 


is the desire to protect the home cattle 
industry against Canadian and Ameri- 
can competition. The increasing price 
of meats to British consumers is now 
operating to secure the removal of the 
embargo. If, as seems likely, from Mr. 
Bickerdike’s report, the embargo is 
lifted in the case of Canadian cattle, 
exporters in this country will be 
placed on a much superior footing t 
cattle raisers in the United States, in 
being able to fatten cattle after land- 
ing in Great Britain, 

Another, significant statement 
made in a report received by the trade 
and commerce department yesterday, 
from trade Commissioner Musson, of 
Hulk and Leeds. He states that he 
made inquiries respecting openings for 
British goods in Canada and that they 
are becoming much more numerous, 
end British firms are evidently waking 
up to the possibilities of the Canadian 
market, and are preparing to exploit 
it much more energetically than has 


is 


been the case in the past. Hitherto 
American firms have shown much 
more business acument and energy 


in capturing Canadian trade, with the 
result that imports from the States 
have increased much more rapidly 
than imports from the mother country.

New York, May 30—From the great 
mass of black clouds which swept 
across the Hudson river this morning, 
a bolt of lightning struck a boating 
party of thirteen, near Hastings, N.Y., 
killing one and severely burning two 
others. The dead youth was Charles 
Herbert, an insurance clerk, living at 
No 120 Lorey street, in this city, Be- 
side him, when the lightning fell cn 
him, were Wm, Mitty and John Dreut, 
All three were standing close together 
sheltering themselves best they 
could from the torrential downpour of 
rain by a piece of canvas which they 
pulled down tightly over their heads, 
With an accountable ireakishness, the 
electricity singled out this little group 
from all the rest, although the others 
also were standing, transfixed Herbert, 
searched the left arm of Mitty, which 
rested on Herbert's shoulder, and 
burned a long line in the left side of 
Drout, It did no harm to the boat,

BRITAIN'S HAND 
NEEDED IN EGYPT 


Col. Roosevelt Tendered Reception 
at Guild Hail—Speaks on 
Egyptian Question. 


London, May .31.—Colonel Roose: 
velt met with an enthusiastic recep- 
tiou at the Guild Hall teday, when he 
received the freedom of the city. In 
acknowledging the honor he apoke ex- 
clusively of the British administra- 
tion in the four protectorates in 
Africa. Respecting East Africa, 
Uganada and the Soudan, he had the 
highest praise for British policy, offi- 
cials and their work. Regarding 
fhe administration of the Cunadian, 
Colonel Girouard, Mr. Roosevelt. said 
he was aman admirably fitted to deal 
firmly and wisely with the many pro- 
blems before him. He is on the 
ground, knows the need of the coun- 
try ,and is zealously devoted to its 
interests, so all that is neoestary is to 
follow his lead and give him cordial 
support and backing. 

Erxypt a Grave Menace. 

The Ex-President had grave words 

to utter about Egypt, where the pre 


sent condition of offairs is a grave 
menace both to the British Empire 
and civilization. Britain had pro- 


bably given Egypt the best govern- 
ment it had ever had, combining jus- 
tice with mercy and with a total ab 
sence of corruption or brutality in 
administration. She had made the 
error of doing too much and not too 
little in the interests of the Egyp- 
tians It is well to remember, he 
said, that in such situations as Bri 
tain’s in Egypt, weakness, timidity 
and sentimentality might cause more 
far-reeching harm than violence and 
injustice. When a people treat an 
assassination the corner stone of 
self-government it forfeits all right 
to be treated as worthy of self-overn- 
ment.

“You are in Egypt for several pur 
poses, Among them one of the great- 
is the benefit of the Egyptian peo- 
ple. You saved them drom ruin by 
coming in. At the present moment 
if they are not governed from the out- 
side they will again sink into a wel- 
ter of chaos.

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THE LA FLEUR IS 
OFFFOR WINNIPEG 


Engineer Malhoit Leaves on 
Survey of Saskatchewan. 


The government yacht Lafleur, 
bound for Winnipeg, dropped its moor- 
ings at Walters’ mills at noon today 
and started on its two thousand mile 
survey of the channel of the Saskatch- 
ewan, The departure of the forty-foot 
stern-wheeler from the Strathcona side 
of the river was made quietly, with- 
out the tooting of a whistle, but the 
voyage of the Lafleur, which will con- 
tinue throughout the summer, may 
mark the beginning of an epoch in 
the history of the prairie provinees, Its 
mission is to convey to Winnipeg the 
engineers who will take the soundings 
and make all other observations ante 
cedent to the commencement of the 
actual work of opening up to the fleets 
of commerce, one of the great water- 
ways of the world. 

Z. Mathoit in Charge. 

Z. Malhoit, resident engineer of the 
Dominion government at Calgary, is 
in charge of the work and with his 
assistant, J, Tippet, he embarked in 


the yacht this morning. Soundings 
were commenced immediately. The 
first stretch of the river bed to be 


explored will be that up stream from 


Edmonton for a distance of about 140 | 


miles to Goose embankment, where a 
gvernment pile dame is being built 
across a channel of th river between 
an island and the mainland as a stor- 
age boom, The trip to Goose embank- 


ment will take about three days. The 
Lafleur will return immediately and 
continue past Edmonton on its way 
to Prince Albert. 


First to Make Trip. 
The distance by water from Edmon 
ton to Winnipeg is estimated at 1,800 


miles, The Lafleur, so-called after the 
chief of the engineering staff of the | 
Dominion government, will be the 


first boat to make the trip from one 
city right through to the other. Some 
years ago a steamboat went 
from Prince Albert to Winnipeg, but 


the Lafleur will be the first from Ed- | 


monton, 
Was Built Here.

yacht is forty feet in length and has 
a beam of eight feet «ix inehes, draw- 
ing eighteem inches of water.

The yacht is 
unique in this respect, being the only 
boat in Western Canada relying on 
oil for its propelling power. In still 
water the Lafleur can make twelve or 
fifteen miles an hour. It is not am 
ornamental craft, but looks, as it is 
designed, buflt dor work A. Soren- 
sen, of the Mietz & Weiss Engine 
Company, of New York, has charge of 
the engines of the boat. 

A local man will act as pilot as far 

Prince Albert, and from this point 
on the piloting will be done by an 
Indian from St. Paul, who knows 
the river well, 

Snag boats, for the removal of ob 
stacles from the river bed, are being 
built at Prinee Albert. Dredges are 
to constructed shortly The first 
dredging will be done in the Edmon- 
ton district. 

The swiftness of the current of the 
Saskatchewan, which proves at pre- 
sent a serious obstacle to navigation, 
is to be overcame by the construc- 
tion of a number of dams, These dams 
will change the rushing river into a 
gently flowing stream and will ensur 
a depth of ten or twelve feet of water 
at all times during the navigation 
reason. It has been caleuated that 
power enough can he developed from 
the river dams to light the canals 
and the surrounding district.

FP. T. Congdon; who resents the 
Yukon in the Dominion se, arriv- 


ed in the city yesterday and is staying 
at the King Edward Hotel. 

This is Mr. Congdon’s fret visit to 
Edmonton and when interviewed by a 
Builetin reporter yesterday, he . apoke 
in most enthusiastic terme of the im- 
prersion he had received of a city beau- 
tifully s.cuated m a country rich ia ite 
promise of development. 

Emphasising this thought of the great 
possibilities lying in the future, Mr. 
Congdon said: 

This City’s Greatest Development. 

“The period of Edmonton's greatcat 
development will not come until the G, 
T.P. is completed, when this city will 
become che centre of a new Canada 
Theré is in the north a vast area of 
country, rich, beyond the expectations 
of the most sanguine, and which will 
eventually become tributary to Edmon- 
ton.” . 

Continuing Mfr Congdon stated that it 
was his firm convict'on that in the near 
future the weet, and the country to the 
north now undeveloped, wenld be richer 
and more thickly populated than those 
sections of country which at the present 
time have the largest share of Canada’e 
wealth and population, 

The member for ‘the Yukon has epent 
ten years in the country which he now 
represents in the Dominion House. 
Pern in Milton, Nova Scotia, in 1862 he 
raduated from Toronto University and 
began the practice of law in Halifax in 
1883. In 1900. he wan made a member of 
the commission.appointed to revise the 
statutes of N6v¥a Scotia and was subse- 
quently appointed legal adviser to the 
Yukon Council and then commissioner. 
He was first elected to the Hause of 
Commong in January of slast year, the 
voting in the Yukes having been post- 
poned until that date.,

Minister of Interior, Who Reached 
City Yesterday, Leaving on Long 
Trip This Week

Hon. Frank Oliver, Minister of 
Interior, reached the city yesterday 
afternoon from. Ottawa. Before. the 
end of the week he will have started 
on a long overland trip to the Yukon 
He intends travelling under the dir- 
ection and care of the Hudson’s Bay 
company, iroia Athabasca Landing to 
Fort McPherson, which is well within | 
the Arctic circle and is the furthest | 
post north of the company. 

Piloted by the most expert of the 
rivermen, Mr. Oliver will go down the 
Athabasca river to Fort Smith. He 
wil! traveree the ninety-three miles of 
rapids between Grand Rapids and 
Fort McMurray in a canoe. This is a 
perlious trip at any time even in a 
thirty foot scow and in a Peterboro’ 
the danger is accentuated. 

Down the Mackenzie. 

From Fort McMurray Mr. Oliver 
may be able to proceed to Fort Smith, 
which is at the extreme orthern! 
‘boundary of Alberta, by steamer. This 
depends on whether he catches the 
steamer Wrigley on a down trip. At 
Fort Smith he will transfer to the 
steamer Mackenzie, which plies on 
the Mackenzie Kiver between Fort 
Smith and Fort McPherson, From 
Fort McPherson he will be taken over 
the divide by an escort of Mounted 
police. The police will travel down 
the Yukon River and up the Porcu- 
pine and meet him just east of the 
divide. 

If connections are made and nothing 
intervenes to delay him the minister 
expects to reach Fort McPherson 
about July Ist. From there to Dawson 
and return to the prairie provinces 
will take at least a month. He will 
therefore be back in Alberta in time 
to meet Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his 
party who leave Ottawa about July 
7, on their political tour of the West, 
which will bring them to this city. 

Mr. Oliver will not be able to go} 
finto the Peace River and Grande | 
Prairie country this year. This he 
regrets, but in view of the long and | 
arduous trip he has planned it makes | 
it impossible for him to take in the | 
Peace River country until next year. | 

There is also the possibility—al- | 
though he does not anticipate that | 
such will be the case—that his journey | 
to the Yukon may have to be postpon- 
ed. This whole trip depends on 
whether or not he can make connec- 
tions with the steamer Mackenzie. If | 
this Hudson’s Bay company’s boat) 
leaves Fort Smith for the north before | 
word can be forwarded that the Min- 
ister of the Interior is on his way 
north, he will have to cancel his pro- 
jected trip. There 1s no method by

The Hudson’s Bay 
company are exerting every effort to 
arrange .the “rip s0-that «the minister, 
will not experience the delays which 
in the north country are taken as a 
matter of course. .

The child left home early in the 
morning to attend masse. An examin- 
ation of the body today showed that 
the child had come to death at the 
hands of a fiendish murderer, who had 
taken the body into the cellar through 
a trap door, after wrapping it up in 
the carpet. Almost every bone in the 

body had been broken as well as the 
head. Part of the skull and limbs had 
been scarred as though they had come 
into contact with fire and there were 
evidences of quick lime having been 
applied to the body. 

The finding of the body of the liti.e 
girl closes the first link of the mys- 
| tery. The second link is to find the 
murderer. ‘Joseph Wendling, the sus- 
pected janitor, is 27 years old. He 
disappeared from this city on January 
Mth. His wife is housemaid for 
Father George Schuhmann, pastor of 
St. John’s church. The body was 
wrapped in a piece of carpet which is 
said to have belonged to the Wend- 
ling’s. The police have found cloth- 
ing of the Wendlins which they he- 
lieved is blood stained. The body is 
badly decomposed, but the identifi- 
cation is said to be complete although 
a microscope and chemical examina- 
tion will be made of the clothing. 

The body was found by Richard B 
Sweet, a plumber, who was pumping | 
water out of the cellar. The ground 
underneath the body had been scooped | 
out to a depth of six inches, making | 
a shallow grave. Frank Fehr, a 
| wealthy relative of the girl, has also 
been notified by the police and was | 
among the first to arrive on the scene, 
and he said first that it was Alma’s 
body.
